be referred to me; He has been located^ as the file shows ^ at Edmonton, 
Canada, and is under surveillance by Com^ssioner Bryan at that place. The 
Chicago Office is anxious to secure his return, and I am anxious to aid, if 
possible. 

\ There is also at Calgary, between here and Edmonton, one 
FRAHE E^HOWEU.^ Tdio has forfeited a ^,000 bond in Zos Angeles, on a charge 
of conspiracy to violate the National Ptohibition Act, he being a Fugitive 
from XosWgeles. 

Z am sending herewith copies of the letters being sent by me today 
to the two offices mentioned. Z feel that there is much to be said to the 
Canadian officials that can not weU. bo writtenj and thatj if possible, I 
should have' personal interviews with them to get the proper contact without 
too much written record being made. One of the Assistants Attorney General at 
Edmonton is an American and vei^ much interested in anything we are interested 
la. He should bo seen also.. I do not know, that I can secure the deportation-, 
of either of these men, but Z feel that, if I can not do so, it would be 
useless to send anyone else. Zf you deem it advisable, kindly authorize xay 
going to Edmonton, stopping at Calgary enroute, end I iilll do my best to try 
to have one, or both of these Fugitives, returned to the TJnited States in some 
way. It is not a nice tine of year to make the trip, but it is better than 
for the past three months as to cold, and I c^ zoake it very nicely so soon as 
office conditions will permit. I scat very much interested in the McCDTCHSOK 
case and shall leave no stone unturned, whether you think it best for me to

Referring to your kind letter of the 15th ultimo, in which you 
authorized my proceeding to Calgaxy and Edmonton^ Alberta, I would respectfully 
state that I have made the trip and have tcdcen up all the matters mentioned in 
my letter of the 8th* 

At Sazaonton, I had a very pleasant conference with the Provincial 
Police officials, and, while Commissioner Bryan was compelled to leave the city 
soon after I arrived. Inspector 17* P. W. Hancock looked after all matters In 
his absence* 

They have £• J* KIcCUTCHSON, with alias, Fugitive, Identification 
Order i^lOOl, Conspiracy to Violate Espionage Act, under surveillance, and can 
produce him at any time that we m^ be able to handle* They are trying to find 
some way to get him into the United States any way, but owing to the distance 
to the border, it is not easy to do* 

Inspector S* W*^^vin, Calgary^ has designated Detective Simonds to 
keep an eye on TRAIQC Fugitive, National Prohibition Act, wanted in 

Los Angeles, and Imigf^ion Officer Cardinal states that deportation will be 
ordered so soon as one additional paper is received from Texas. The nrovineial 
Police take quite an interest in this case and have given every aid possible, 
and will continue to do so* 

I had considerable work with Mr* Olen M* Ruby, Geologist, Vice- 
President of the Hudson's Bay Marland Oil Company, Limited, and now President 
and General khnager of the Nordon Corporation, Limited, of Edmonton, Calgary, 
and Vancouver, B. C*, and secured statements desired by the Government from him* 
It took considerable time with Mr* Ruby, as he was giving up his connection with 
Jhe Marland people and getting ready tOL»take.:,over the other corporation work*

At Calgary, I went over the case of THOM&S^AJSS, alias THOMA^OODS 
National Motor Vehicle Theft Act , who is also wantodf^ Canada on two warretii^s 
for crimes committed there, I think every member of the Provincial Police 
in Calgary knows of the work of the Bureau. in following this man and of 
connecting him up with the names of .IScKillip and McGk>nikle* 


In both Calgary and Edmonton, the officers of the Provincial Police 
asked about you and whether the recent election had made any difference in 
your statusi They were very much pleased when they learned that you wore still 
Director of the Bureau, and Inspector Bavin said that they were now assured of 
four more years of cO”Operation with the Government officers, meaning the 
Bureau officers, who are about the only officers they consider as United States 
Government officers. 


I feel that xny trip will help very much in securing future 
co-operation with the various law enforcement officers in Canada, I was 
assured at every place that anything they can do for the Bureau would bo done, 
I have every reason to believe that they are entirely sincere in their 
assurances.

An inspection of the case file and the Zdent^ication Order 
file in the Detroit office reflects that the identification order for 
Haywood is still outstanding* father noted that Division Bulletin 

No* 12, dated October 7, 1933^ containing a list of outstanding identifi- 
cation orders^ includes Identification Order No* 1000 as pendix>g* 


As I recall, when preparing a l^t of the outstanding identl- 
ficati<m orders at the St; Louis Division office in 1929 I called the 
attention of the Division to the ^leged death of WiUi^ D* Ha^ood 
in Soviet Russia: It is my understanding that the Division at that 

time advised that Idmtification Order No* 1000 could not be cancelled 
in view of the fact that the Dhited States did hot have dipl<^tic re- 
lations with Soviet Russia and, accordingly^ could hot officially receive 
information re^rding the death of Hasrwood* 



News dispatches in recent weeks have carried s^temmts to the 
effect that diplomatic relations have been established with Soviet Rus- 
sia; Aecbrdi^ly'j it w^ld appear now entirely possible to officially 
prove the d^th Of Haywood which wuld afford the Division opportunity

On September 6, 1918 Subject Haywood was received at the 
Leavenworth Penitentiary where he became Number 13 IO 6 . However, he 
perfected an appeal to the United States Circuit Court of Appeals for the 
8th Circuit, and pending the hearing of this appeal was released from the 
penitentiary July 25, 195^9 on bond of $ 15,000*00 

" On October 5 , 1920 the judgment of the lower Court wds 

affirmed with a modification which struck out the sentences and fines under 
^.counts #1 and #2, and on May 7, 192<j^ Haywood's bond was ordered forfeited 
. Vhen it developed that he would not appear to complete his prison term. 
^^,Thus did "Big Bill" Haywood become a Fugitive From Justice. An investigation 
^ was immediately begun by the Bureau of Investigation, now the Division of 
Investigation of the Department of Justice for the purpose of causing his 
^^^pprehension, and an identification order was issued and circulated. 
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"Big Bill", as he was popularly known, never finished his 
term at Leavenworth. The following year, 1921, he fled to Russia where 
he died in exile on May 18, 1928. 

William D. "Big Bill" Haywood was bom in Salt Lake Ciiy, 

Utah in 1869. lUs father, a poor miner, died when he was but a child and 
he grew to manhood in ihe hard atmosphere of a mining camp. At the age 
of 9 he entered the mines to work. Here he spent the formative years of 
his life witnessing and experiencing the pains of poverty, and forming the 
radical ideas which later dominated his life, and led him to a spectacular 
but futile career. 

Without schooling. Subject Haywood exhibited qualities of 
leadership at an early date. He became associated with the Yfestem 
Federation of Miners when that organization was formed and was Chairman of 
the Executive Board when the famous Coetir d'Alene troubles occurred in 1899. 
He assumed leadership in this great strike and for the first time put into 
effect his idea of "direct action". The result was rioting and bloodshed 
with the bombs of the strikers pitted against the baj^nets of the State 
troops.

Haywood's activities in the Coeur d'Alene outbreak brou|^t 
him into conflict with Governor, Frank Steunenburg of Idaho; On December 
12, 1905 Governor Steunenburg was murdered by an explosion from a bomb. 
Haywood and setoral others were accused of the crime and were placed on trial 
with the death penalty demanded. William E. Borah was appointed Special 
Prosecutor for the State and the defendants were ably represented by 
Clarence Darrow. After a sensational trial all of the defendants were 
acquitted on July 27, 1907. 

Following his acqtdttal Subject Haywood went to Chicago, 
Illinois where he came xmder the influence of the great Socialist leader, 
Eugene Debs. At a conference held in that city the I. W, W., (Industrial 
Workers of the World) , was bom. So radical however, was "Big Bill" 

Ha;^ood that he caused a split in the Socialist Party and he was expell^ 
in 1913, taking with h^the I. W. W., which under his leadership became 
an instrument of terror throughout the nation. 

Haywood was a daring and militant leader. Although blind 
in the right eye he was a commanding figure. A giant in stature, weighing 
226 pounds, he possessed the eloquence of speech and the ability to arouse 
and sway his listeners. He advocated and inspired violence as the means 
for attaining his objectives and wherever he spoke heads were broken and 
buildings destroyed. 

He was the leader in the Lawrence, Massachusetts Textile 
strike in 1913 > where he was arrested and acquitted. He took part in 
the Patterson, New Jersey Silkweavers strike and received a 3 weeks jail 
sentence. He was given si 6 months sentence on a charge of disorderly 
conduct during the strike at Lowell, Massachusetts. He sUso participated 
in the strikes at Cripple Creek, Colorado and Mesaba Range, Minnesota. 
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Haywood’s careei* cajtae to a necessary ending with America *s 
entry ^to the World War. ''Pree speech” becajoie unpopular and his violent 
tactics in labor controversies soon led to his arrest as an obstructionist, 
and subsequent prison Sentence as above-stated. 


In 1921, the year following following his release fi*oa 
Leavenworth, Haywood succeeded in an effort to quit the United States and 
blade his way to Russia where he becane a full fledged Comunist. 

Upon his arrival in Moscow, Haywood was reported to have 
receiv^ a rich granb of a coal concession in the Kesnetzlqr basin in 
Siberia, ftrom the Siberian Revolutionary Cosoaittee. This grant, ^ven 
as a reward for his services to Cosmnmisa in America was i^e io Haywood 
as head of a group of Anerican workers who were to go to Russia as Soviet 
Workdrst This venture resulted in complete failure. 

pi Moscow Subject Haywood engaged in writing. prox>aganda 
articles and occasionally deliver<^ lectures to the English speaking %torkers 
on the subject, ”The Labor Movement- in America”. He also particij^ted in 
the conduct of the Soviet membership campai^ in 1924, in PocOlsk, tinder the 
auspices of the M.O.P.R. , (International Revolutionary Relief Org^ization) . 

However, Haywood! s work in Russia was comparatively unimportant. 
He was growing old and in failing health, and on May 18, 1928 ho died in 
his slbep of diabetes, following a paralytic stroke. At hiS death he was 
attended only by his Russian wife whom he had married in 1927, and who spoke 
no word of j^glish. His ashes were interred beneath the wall Of the famed 
Kremlin fortress in Moscow at a special ceremony. 


According to preSs reports received in this Country "Big Bill” 
Haywood died a lonely and disillusioned old man. Certain it is that in 
Soviet Russia he found ho liberty comparable to that which he enjoyed an d. 
abused in the United States, (a volunta^ exile from his native America 
Haywood chose to adopt a land where the iorce and violence which he had 
advocated, ruled supremq. In such a country, where a fi^t for freedom 
was truly justified he was compelled to' sulMiit to tyranny, for in that 
Marxian Utopia of Socialism one must bo rigidly orthodox dn his socialistic 
views, and freedom of speech and publication do not exist. \
